Starbucks AZ stores shut for anti-bias training

Barista Clark Ramos says the Phoe- 
nix Starbucks where he works is one of 
the least prejudiced places he has ever 
worked. His co-workers identify them- 
selves as people of color, LGBT and 
women, he said. 


Nationally, 66 percent of the firws 
employees are women and 43 percent 
are minorities, according to Starbucks. 

Still, Ramos welcomed the three- 
hour anti-bias training that closed some 
8,000 Starbucks around the U.S. on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The training came after two African- 
American men were handcuffed at a 


Philadelphia Starbucks after the man- 
ager called police as the pair waited for 
a friend. 

“Overall, I’m glad Starbucks is tak- 
ing the topic of racism head-on and 
making us connect with each other as 
people,” said Ramos, who has worked

Dilbeck is the principal of Kino Ju-
